Whereas it is expedient to regulate the qualifioations 

and provide for the registration of practi 
Preamble , tioners of modern and indigenous systems 

of medicine with a view to encourage the 
study and spread of such systems and to enact a law 
relating to medical practitioners generally in the State of 
Travancore- Cochin ; 
It is hereby enacted as follows:--

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 
lu the Travancore area there is in force tho TYSVAHOON Medios 
Practitioners Act, 1119 which provides for the registration ofmedical praoti 
tionera of both modern and indigenous systers of medicine and for the con 
stitution of a Medical Council to carry out the objects of that Act. There 
is no such law in force in the Cochis area . It is considered nookers to 
have a uniform law relating to medical practitioners which will apply is the 
whole State. It is also considered necessary to constituto separate poudells 
tor ruvern systems of medicine (Allopathy , Homeopathy and Dentistry) sad . 
for Indigenous systems of medioine Ayurveda, Siddha and Erani Tibbi). 
The Bili seeks to repeal the Trapanoore MedicalPractitioners Act, 1110 and 
to enact a new measure to achieve the objects above rafarred to

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The provisions of clanses 17 and 53 of the Bill respec 
. 
tively relate to the payment of allowances to the members 
of the Council of Modern Systems of Medicine and the 
Board of Indigenous Systems of Medicine. The Council of 
Modern Systems of Medicinc shall consist of eleven men 
bers including the President and the Vice-President. Simi. 
larly, there shall be eleven members in the Board of ludi 
genous Systems of Medicine including the Chairman and 
the Vice -Chairman. The President, Vice-President and 
other members of the Council, and the Chairman , Vice 
Chairman and other members of the Board shall be paid 
such fees and allowances for attendance in connection with 
the meetings of the Council and the Board or of any com 
mittee thereof and such reasonable travelling allowance 
as shall from time to timebe prescribed by Rules . Similar 
fees and allowances are being paid to the members (seven 
teen ) of the existing Medical Council constituted under 
the Travancore Medical Practitioners Act, the expendi 
ture being met from the Medical Budget. Decision regard 
ing fees and T. A .: to be given to the members of the 
Council and the Board has not been made. 

2. The provisions of clauses 19 and 55 of tho Bill relate 
to the appointment of a Registrar and his staff for the 
Council, and a Secretary and his staff for the Board ; 
respectively . The Registrar and the Secretary will have 
to be given such salary and allowances as may be pres 
cribed . Similarly , the staff attached to the office of the 
Registrar and the Secretary will have to be given pay, 
allowances, etc, Under the T. M. P. Act, there is a Regis 
trar of the Medical Council, who is also the Registrar of 
the Nurses Council. He is given a staff to assist him , 
Their pay and allowances are paid from the General 
Revenues, the expenditure being debited to the Medical 
Budget. No decision has been arrived at in respect of the 
pay and allowances to be paid to the Registrar, Secretary, 
etc. and in regard to the strength of the staff. It has not 
been decided whether a separate Secretary and start for 
the Board over and above the Registrar and the staff for 
the Council will be necessary. Pending decision on the 
above points, the expenditure involved cannot be estimated 
now definitely .
